FRIEDA  FRANK — Scarlet,  lighter  at  tips,  with  an  orange  reverse.  It  is  a 
semi-cactus  and  large.  It  has  a  good  stem  and  is  one  of  the  showiest  dahlias 

that  we  have  ever  grown  in  our  garden . Roots,  $10.00 

ANNA  CHARLTON — Rhodamine  purple.  iThis  is  a  large  decorative  on  a  per¬ 
fect  stem.  The  best  large  lavender  variety  we  have  ever  grown.  Roots,  $10.00 
PEARL  MARIE — Amaranth  purple.  This  is  an  American  Cactus  on  a  perfectly 
straight  stem.  It  produces  a  profusion  of  8  to  9  inch  blooms.  One  of  our
